LEWISTON - The jury from Twin Falls 
eonvicted Kenneth Arrasmith Wednesday 
in the vigilante-style slayings of a couple 
he said sexually tortured his teen-age 
. daughter. 

After 10 hours of deliberations, the 12 
jurors found Arrasmith guilty of one count 
of first-degree .murder in the death ofLucl- 
la Bingham and one count of sccond-dc- 
gree murder in the slaying of Ronald Bing- 
ham. 

Nez Perce County Prosecutor Oenisc 
Rosen said she would not seek the death 
penalty at a Feb. 26 sentencing hearing for 
Arrasmith. 

He is 0 44-ycar-old truck driver and for- 


. mcr shcrifPs dep- 
uty from Sunny- 
side. Wash. 

The jury also 
found Arrasmith 
guilty of using a 
fircorm in the com- 
mission of a felony 
on both counts. 

Jurors were se- 
lected from Twin 
Falls because of In-' 
tense media cover- 
Arrasmlth age of «hc case in 
rionh Idaho. 

They got the ease Tuesday afternoon in 
the 10th day ofthc 2nd* District Court trial. 
Jurors adjourned Tuesday night after delib- 


erating for about eight hours, then returned 
ot 9 a. in. Wednesday. They announced 
they reached their verdict about 1 1 a.m. 

Judge Ida Leggett told jurors Tuesday 
they could rule on Arntsmiih's guilt or in- 
nocence on charges of cither first- or sec- 
ond-degree murder. A conviction on the 
former charge would require a finding that 
Anasmith pleitcd ihc .slaying.?. 

Leggett also instructed jurors that they 
could find Arrpsmjth innocent only if they 
determined he shot the Binghams in self- 
defence or acted to prevent o murder or an- 
other serious felony. 

The case has atirocted iniumoiional ut- 
temion, cost os o tale of frontier justice in . 
the Wild West.

Twin^aUs doctor shares surgical 
knowledge on return to Vietnam

TWIN FALLS - Dr. Robert J. Porter 11 
has volunteered twice for service in Viet- 
nam. 

As a 28-ycar-oId son of a World War II 
flight surgeon and father of two. Porter 
fimt went to Vietnam’s central highlands 
in 1968. He arrived in Plciku soon iiflcr the 
’start of the Tet Offensive, some of the 
most intense fighting in the war. 

"1 wanted to go to war, unlike anyone I 
know. Everyone 1 know wanted to get out 
of it,” the .former Air Force llight surgeon 
said. “I thought it would be interesting and 
exciting, and I would get some good expe- 
rience medically. 

"I just thought it was my duly to be 
there." 

On his second visit to Viclnum three 
months ogo, Porter shared some modern 
techniques used in orthopedic surgery with 
his counterparts in Ho.Chi Minh City, for- 
merly called Saigon. 

Part of the reason Porter returned to 
Vietnam was to see what happened to the 
place and people who helped shape his 
life. He 'also Is thinking of giving up his 
Twin Falls practice and becoming a mis- 
sionary doctor, a vocation he aspired to 
even before becoming a doctor. 

First trip 

Twenty-seven years ago, Porter cared 
for the physical — and mental - health of a 
squadron of 24 fighter-bomber pilots. 

He also went along on some of their 
bombing missions, in which he felt excite- 
ment, as well as detachment from the reali- 
ties of wan “You didn’t have to see whoi 
you’re doing to people.’’ 

Vet, Porter wasn't detached while volun- 
teering to help Army surgeons triage pa- 
tients at a mobile hospital on the edge of 
his Air Force base. Porter saw hundreds of 
18-, 19- and 20-year-old soldiers relegated 
to die because they were beyond help. 

“You hove to select the ones you know 
you con help. 1 was pan of that, which is 
obsolulely sickening,” the 54-ycar-oId 
Ponersaid Monday. 

After the Army surgeons worked on 
U.S. soldiers, they would tell Porter how to 
operate on enemy prisoners before the doc- 
tors went to bed. That mainly involved am- 
putation, after which the soldiers went to 
prisoner-of-war camps.

Clinton helps 
serve dinner 
to homeless

WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
invited the luckiest turkey in America to 
the White House Wednesday for a pardon 
that spared it from becoming .someone's 
Thanksgiving meal. 

Clinton granted the 75-pound white 
turkey a reprieve in a Rose Garden cere- 
mony just minutes after he carved and 
served a cooked bird for about 50 resi- 
dents of a local homeless shelter. 

At both events, Clinton urged Ameri- 
cans to remember the one million families 
left homeless by the war in Bosnia, and to 
hope that the new peocc agreement 
rcochcd on Tuesday will hold. 

"On this Thanksgiving, i hope God wilt 
bless the peace and bring those folks home 
again,’’ Clinton said. 

The pardoned turkey, bred und raised in 
California, tilted its bluc-feathercd head 
and clucked contentedly for the president. 

"1 sec one person thoroughly agrees 
with my decision here,” Clinton said, "If 
you look at his patriotic red. white and 
blue face and feathers, this seems like the 
American thing to do on Thonk.sgiving,"

“What we really need is about three 
nights of 10-degree weather," said Row- 
land, the Sun Valley Co.’s rriounlain man- 
ager. “If we could get that, we could 
make enough snow to open ,up a quad 
lift." 

But the overnight temperature in 
Ketchum on Wednesdoy was 22 degrees, 
not nearly cold enough to fire up Sun Vol- 
ley’s 522 automated snow-making can- 
nons on which the company spent SI6 
million over the post four years.

A weak Pacific storm system moving across the northern 
part of the state has resulted in cloudy skies with areas of 
drizzle over that part of Idaho. 

A second Pacific system entering the northwest const on 
Wednesday will result in continued showery conditions in the 
north today with little change expected across the south. 

During Wednesday afternoon southern Idaho stations were 
reporting mostly sunny skies with temperatures ranging from 
the middle 50s in the valleys to the middle 40s in the moun- 
tains, From the central mountains through the panhandle tem- 
pcniturcs were mostly in the 40s under mostly cloudy skies. 

Precipitation across the southern sections of the state 
amounted to only some scattered traces but was heavier from 
the central sections to the Panhandle. 

Amounts reported included Chollis .01 in ch, Grangcvillc 
.04, Lowell .08, -and Mullon .03. 

Winds were westerly much of the day. They were light 
across tho Mogic Valley although they were strongest about 
sunrise.

Minnesota shivers in sub-zero temperatures—

Temperatures dropped befow zero Wednesday in some 
pieces near Loke Superior os cold air spread throughout 
much ofthc Eost. 

The lowest temperature in the notion was minus 5 degrees 
at Ely, Minn., followed by a few other locations in northeast- 
ern Minnesota, northern Wisconsin ond upper Michigan. 

With the cold air moving cast, freeze warnings were post- 
ed for (he South Carolina coastal region Wednesday evening. 
The temperature in Tallahassee, Flo., dipped to 27 degrees, 
tying the 1987 record for the date. 

Snow fell at (he rate of I to 2 inches per hour in the morn- 
ing in sections of western and central New York, os cold 
winds blew off Lakes Erie ond Ontario. 

Some f ree z ing rain was falling in some valleys of western 
Montana around Knlispcll ond Helena as a new storm system 
brushed the Northwest with rain and high elevation snow. 


Gusty winds to near 35 mph were common throughout 
western and central Texas in the early afternoon os o cold 
front pushed across the southern Plains. Winds were also 
blustery in the upper Midwest, with gusts as high as 47 mph 
in Crookston, Minn. 


Today’s weather fact 


On occasion, you have seen clouds that give off a lumi- 
nous, iridcsccnl glow when sunlight strikes £em just right. 

Because of this distinctive look, they are known as nacre- 
ous clouds. Their colors ore soft pastels, the ones found in 
mother-of-^orl: pinks, violets, blues and soft reds. Their iri- 
descent colors arc coused by diffracted sunlight. These 
clouds are situated oboul 14 to 19 miles above the layer of 
the atmosphere known os (he stratpsphcrc. Because they are 
so high, nacreous clouds can be seen' after sunset or during 
twilight.

“Thai air is cold, and the 
Systems that develop out of it con- 
tain less moisture than systems that 
(levelop from warmer air farther 
south.” 

'• Most of Idaho's big winter storms 
briginaie from a huge patch of 
pccari near- Hawaii where warm, 
moist air is mixed and moves north 
and cost where it encounters colder 
jiir, which in turn produces snow, he 
^id. 

I The reasons why that’s not hap- 

K ening now are complex, Tannen- 
olz said, ranging from the jet 
stream (o El Nino, the mysterious 


South Pacific ocean currents that 
some meteorologists believe may 
have vast effects on weather world- 
'wide. But Idaho skiers aren't going 
to be hip-deep in powder until some 
major changes occur over the Pacif- 
ic. 

“And there's a good likelihood 
that it will change," he said. 

November tends to be one of the 
wettest months ofthc year in Boise, 
Tannenholz said. But by the com- 
plex formula that the Weather Ser- 
vice uses to measure changes, De- 
cember and January arc two of the 
most likely months for precipitation 
patterns to change - and change 
big-time. 

November has been dry so far, 
but not very. Through Wednesday, 
the Kimberly weather station had 
received 1 inch of rain. Normal' is 
1 .2 inches. 

“Just because you had a dry 
November, doesn't mean it’s going 
to be a dry winter,’’ Tannenholz 
said. “Not at all." 

The same applies (o temperature, 
he said. The deeper into wiriter 
soCtthem Idaho gets, the greater the 
chance of big swings from -year to 
year in how warm or how cold it 
gets. 

“That's a typical pattern for 


southern Idaho," Tannenholz said. 
“Which means that it’s very hard to 
predict long-term weather patterns 
here.’’ 

• So people like Rowland and An- 
derson hold their breath and hang 
up their parkas. 

Thanl» to its unique geography 
and its 8,000-foot elevation, 
Pomcrcllc h^ missed relatively few 
Thanksgiving openers. Sun Valley 
hadn’t miss^ one since the snow- 
making equipment went on line. 

“It won’t lake us long to get go- 
ing once we get some cold weath- 
er,” Rowland said. “But it will take 
some cold weather to get us start- 
ed." 

In the ski business. Thanksgiving 
isn’t a make-or-break holiday. 
Three years ago, for example, Sun 
Valley had 2,90'7 skiers on Thanks- ' 
giving Day, only 0.7 percent of the 
414,613 it drew for the season. 

But ski resort operators like to 
open on Thanksgiving because it 
generates strong momentum for the 
much-morc-importdnt Christmas 
season. 

“Well, we’re going to run a lift on 
the Warm Springs side on Thanks- 
giving,” Rowland said. “And there 
will be golf and tennis available."

Vietnamese doetors are paid S60 
a month, While nurses get about $40 
a month and laborers cam $15 to 
$20. That forces people to have two 
jobs; doctors sec private patients in 
their homes in the late afternoons 
and evenings, charging $1 for ’an of- 
fice call. 

Some of the equipment at the or- 
thopedic hospital Or. Porter lectured 
in and did operations at was like 


what is used at Magic Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center or Twin Falls 
Clinic & Hospital. And the hospi- 
tal's library also had up-to-date mn- 
terial. Porter said. 

'‘Tbe comers are worn down on 
the very latest textbooks," he added. 

The problem is, the English-read- 
ing doctors don't know the best 
' uses for the modem equipment or 
how to apply the new techniques in 
those textbooks. Dr. Porter said. 

Or. Porter also took with him 
S 1 8,000 to $20,000 worth of outdat- 
ed but usable orthopedic supplies - 
such as stainless-steel plates and 
screws - donated from the two 
Twin Falls hospitals. Such equip- 
ment is so scarce that a plate token 
out of a patient one day will be used 
on another the next, which some- 
times accidentally is done before 
the first patient is healed. 

While in Vietnam, Dr. Porter

thought he was going to spend time 
at a provincial hospital in the city 
where his father volunteered for two 
months during-the war. But a sur- 
geon there told Dr. Porter it would 
take a week to get his paperwork in 
order, and the Porters decided to 
leave after their shortened tour of 
the centra] highlands. 

The more rural parts of Vietnam 
aren’t ready for volunteer help from 
Orthopedics Overseas, Karen Porter 
said. 

The Porters, however, don't like 
congested and polluted cities, part 
of the reason they moved to Twin 
Falls 21 years ago, where Karen 
Porter is co-owner of a travel agen- 
cy. 

So, in February, the Porters arc 
going to spend a month in Tanzania, 
hoping that Dr. Porter will be able 
to fulfill his aspiration of being a 
missionary doctor in rural Africa.

Prosecutors olso cited investiga- 
tors' findings ihat Ronald Bingham 
was shot more than 23 times and 
Luella Bingham was shot six times 
In the back as she tried to run awoy. 

“That’s murder, that's not self- 
defense," special prosecutor 
Michael Kane said. 

The Binghams' character should 
play no role in the case, Kane* said. 

“It's so easy to say these were 
horrible people and they deserved 
to die," l6uic told jurors. "This man 
(Arrasmith) did not have that right 
... Please, please, do not tell the 
world it is OK to kill.’’ 


Defense lawyers argued the Bing- 
hams had threatened Arrasmith. 
Thpy said their elient aetedjn self- , 
defense, and the defense of his 
daughter and others who might olso 
be abused by the couple. 

"What he did is what' any parent 
would do," attorney Craig Mosmon 
- said. 

Mosman sold Arrasmith acted 
only after it was clear authorities 
were not going to charge the Bing- 
hams for the alleged abuse of his 
daughter. 

“What was Arrasmith to do when 
the system wouldn’t work'for him?" 
Mosman said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. trade dcHcit declined to $8.35 
, billion in September, the lowest 
' level in nine months, as exports hit 
an all-limc high and the deficit with 
Japan fell for the sixth stroighi 
month. 

The Commerce Department 
reported W^nesday ,thc September 
trade gap improved 0.1 percent from 
an $8.36 billion dcn’cit in August, 
reflecting in part a big surge in sales 
of Amcrican<made autos and auto 
parts. 

Exports of goods and services 
were up 1.6 percent to a record 
$67.24 billion. This odvance helped 
to offset a 1.4 percent rise.in 
imports, which cltmbed to $75.59 
billion. The trade deficit is the d(f* 
fcrencc' between what the country 
imports and what it sells abroad. 

The September Improvement 
caught economists by surprise. 
Monv of them had been expecting 
the dcncii would widen sharply to 
more tKon $10 billion, reflecting 
weak economies overseas and a 
. rebound (n domesUo demond. 

The improvement was hailed by 
administration ofilcials. 

U:S. Trade Representative Mickey 
' Kantor called the decline in (he 
deficit with Jopon a “vast improve 
ment” and Commerce Secreta^ Ron 
Brown said the overall deficit, which 
will hit a record this year, may be 
starting to improve. 

in a separate report Wednesday, 
the Labor Deportment said the num- 
. ' ber of Americans filing new claims 
for unemployment benefits edged up, 
IQ 371,000 last week from 370,000 
' the previous week. Both figures, 
however, were down from the level 
of 381,000 hit for the week ended 
Nov. 4. 

‘In another report, the Commerce 
Oeponment said business invento- 
ries rose 0.3 percent in September, 
the 1 8th straight incrca.se but a 
smaller advance than the previous 
two months. The advance wos in 
line with analysts’ expectations and 
suggests an economy growing at a 
modest pace. 

Even with the improvement in the 
September trade figure, the deficit in 
goods alone is running at an annual 
rate of $167. 1 billion through the 
rir.st nine months of thi.s year, 
putting the country well on track lo 
.surpass the previous deficit record of 
S1S2 billion set in 1987. 

For September, the Japnnc.se 
deficit narrowed to S4.3 billion, a 
sharp 1S.6 percent decrease from 
August, which pushed the monthly 
figure to its lowest figure since May 
1993. 

The in^rovement reflected a $400 
million jump in U.S. exports, led by 
sales df aiitos and computers. 
Japanese imports to this country 
dcclin^ by $400 million. 

The deficit with China also 
declined in September, falling by 7.S 
percent to $3.64 billion, afrer hitting 
an all-time high of $3.93 billion in 
Augu-st. 

The deficit with Mexico jumped 
19 percent to $1.29 billion in 
September. For the year, the U.S. 
deficit with Mexico is ninning at an 
annual rate of $15 billion, a sharp 
turnaround from the trade surpluses 
America had been enjoying before 
the Mexican economy suffered a 
major currency crisis la,st December. 

The other sharp deterioration in 
trade occurred with America’s 
largest trading partner, 'Canado, 
where the deficit jumped to $1.87 
billion in September, the. biggest 
imbalance since November- 1986 as 
U.S. imports of cars, auto parts and 
airplanes rose shorply. U.S. 
automakers have located sizable

Maryland residents lost money in (wo 
investment schemes operated by 
Scott, who authorities say wasn't reg- 
istered to sell securities in the state. 

Scott operated two investment pro- 
grams. one of which guaranteed a 15 
percent return through investments in 
gold coins and stamps while the other 
was a fund controlled by Scott that 
invested in technology and pharma- 
ceutical stocks, Stapf said. 

Maryland regulators allege Scott 
said the stock fund had an investment 
return of 30 percent a year. 

Scott's attorney, Wallace 
Christensen; wasn't in his office 
today, a receptionist said. But 
Christensen told the Post his client 
didn't intend to defraud anybody. 
“Anyone who is aware of the facts 
' is going to conclude this is just an 
issue of investments gone awry," 
Christensen told the newspaper. 

Maryland securities regulators 
charged Scott with numerous viola- 
tions, including failure to register 
securities, operating an unregistered 
mutual fund and failing to register as 
a securities broker or investment 
adviser. 

"This was not some high-roller, 
ultra-risky investment strategy," the 
. Clancys said in a statement. “To the 
contrary, Scott presented it as an 
extraordinarily safe and solid invest- 
ment program. Wc didn't intend to be 
part of speculative tactics like options 
or buying on margin. That's not how 
it was presented to us."

Congressman Sam Brownbock, the 39-ycar- 
old freshman Republican from Kansas is de- 
fined by something he did not know until lost 
week. When recently he was invited to join a 
journalist for brcakfbst at the Four Seasons 
Hotel in Georgetown, he did not know where 
the hotel was. 

His worit is on Copitol Hill, his wife and 
three children ore bo^ on the plains of eastern 
Kansas, so a lot of (he federal city is unfamil- 
iar to him. But (he city is hoirifi^ to know 
him and the other 72 Republican House fresh- 
men who dug in their 146 heels and forced 
Republican leaders to force (he president to 
agree to a seven-year timetable for balonci ng 
vihe budget.

And because they resolutely 
refuse to Icam the rules of polite socictyi they 
enable Newt Gingrich to profc.ss that they arc 
coercing him to do whot he wants to do. 

Denigrating Gingrich is a task to which 
Time magazine, like most media, has taken (in 
words from crime novelist Donald Westlake) 
“like a buzzard among entrails.” So Time's 
editors must be in agony (tying to avoid 
putting Gingrich on the year-end cover os the 
newsmaker of the year, which he obviously is. 

Occasionally Time's editors select a group 
for the year-end cover - “25 and Under Gener- 
ation” (1966), American Women (1975). If 
Time’s editors want to avoid the pain of accu- 
racy, they can evade Gingrich by putting on 
the cover Brownback and the other Republi-

NEW YORK (AP) — Male mice 
lacking a single gene are oversexed 
and vicious, pressing their attacks 
even on rodents thot have signaled 
defeat, according to a study that could 
shed light on human aggression. 

Scientists said they learned to keep 
each male in a separate cage because 
when the rodents were housed in 
groups of five, one or two would 
often be dead by morning. 

Unlike normal mice, the violent 
mice continued to fight while ignor- 
ing an opponent’s “1 give up" signal, 
which is rolling over and exposing the 
nock. And when fighting among 
themselves, the violent mice were far 
less likely than normal to give up. 

Jn addition to being aggressive 
toward other males, the mice didn’t 
respond normolly when females sig- 
naled them to stop trying to mate. 
They were far more persistent than 
normal mice in trying to mount 
females who weren’t in heat. 

Altogether, the mice seem to lack a 
normal brake on social behavior, so 
they don't recognize signals from 
• rejecting females or from males that - 
arc giving up in a fight, said Randy J. 
Nelson, an associate psychology pro- 
fessor at the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Arts and 
Sciences. 

The mice, which ore a strain creat- 
ed in a laboratory, lacked a working 
copy of a gene needed to rhake a 
chemical messenger called nitric 
;oxidc in their brains, So their behav- 
ior suggests that nitric oxide normally 
acts as a brake on behavior, 
researchers said. 

But nobody knows yet whether 
luck of nitric oxide has anything to do 
with aggression in people, said Dr. 
Solomon Snyder, director of the neu- 
roscience department at the Hopkins 


medical school. If it docs, drugs that 
boost the brain's nitric oxide Supply 
might be useful, he said. 

Judging from the mioc. any link to 
human aggression would probably 
involve people with uncontrollable 
rage. Nelson said. 

Nelson, Snyder and colleagues 
from Hopkins and Massachusetts 
General Hospital in Boston reported 
the mouse work in Thursday’s issue 
of the journal Nature. The aggression 
did not appear in female mice, . 

Other scientists agreed that it’s too 
soon to say whether the results shed 
any light 6n aggression in people. 

Prior studies have shown that dis- 
ruption of other single genes can also 
make mice aggressive. In 1993. scien- 
tists reported a link between an inher- 
ited tendency toward aggression by 
men in a Dutch family and a defect in 
a gene for an enzyme. Similar results ' 
were found for that gene in mice. 

Neal C.' Simon of Lehigh 
University in Bethlehem, Pa., who 
studies the brain chemistry of aggres- 
sion, said nitric oxide may influence 
aggressive behavior by acting on 
serotonin, another brain messenger 
that is thought to act as a brake on 
aggression.

“My boy jumped for joy when he found 
out he had been hired at the Jerome 
Fitness Center," said Dennis 
McLaughlin's mother, JoRcnc Singleton. 

Dennis, 19, is enrolled in the work- 
experience program directed by Linda 
Vining, special education work coordina- 
tor, at Jerome High School. 

Putting “students with exceptional 
learning disabilities and handicaps" out in 
the work world started in Jerome in 1987. 

. Thirty-fivC' students have been enrolled in 
the program in the post five years. Vining 
is assisted by Rene Tumbow, job coach. 

Dennis' hobby is weight lifting so the 
Fitness Center “was a fogical pTaee for 
him to start working,” Vining said. He 
received a membership certifleaie as pay- 
ment for the jonitoria! and office duties he 
is assigned. 

The high school senior also works at St. 
Benedict's Family Medical Center and 
carries a ftill class load at the high school. 

“Dennis went from being on F student 
in Oklahoma to a 3.68 grade point aver- 
age because of the schooling here in 
Jerome," Singleton said. 

The students learn how to write a 
resume, practice being interviewed and 
are taught how to be a responsible 
employee on the job. Vining assists 
Jerome High School students with finding 
employment, and Tumbow coaches them 
when the^ are on the job. 

“Dennis is a super kid. He has learned 
to manage his money, keeps his room 
immaculate and encourages me when I'm 
down,” said his mother, who is a single 
parent raising three children.

Police bullets solve Filer’s stray dog problem

FILER - The practice of shooting stray 
dogs is still alive and well in Filer, although 
Police Chief Donald Barkley says the hate- 
ful chore reminds him of the fbmous war 
photograph of "the man being executed in 
the street in the Vietnam.” 

realize this might be considered inhu- 
mane, but some of our small cities arc 
reolly strapped finoncially," Barkley said, 
"l^is isn't something we want to do, it's 
something we've had to do over the 
years.” 

At least once a week, Barkley or another 
officer leads o dog out to the sewer ponds 
near a gun range nprth'Of Filer about a 


mile, Barkley said. Tlicy place the barrel of 
the gun at the back of its head and pull the 
trigger. 

Filer is possibly the only town in the 
Magic Valley that shoots strays, a practice 
that hos drown fire from animal-welfare 
groups oround the country, but costs less 
than other methods of cuthonnsin. 

"[ just don’t believe that with the gunshot 
you can provide nearly as humane or pain- 
less a death os with injection," said Laurie 
Simonds, director of the Humane Society 
ofTwin Falls. 

"I would think that public perception is 
against il,” Simpnds said. “People here 
don’t even like the fact that (captured 
strays) die, period.” 

Other towns say they kill unwonted ani- 


mals with a lethal injection or gas. 
Murtaugh formerly shot dogs until a city 
councilman objected several years ago and 
changed the policy, said Murtaugh Police 
Chief Corl Toupin. 

In Filer, it comes down to money. Gas or 
lethal injection costs S12 to S15 to eutha- 
nize an animal, while it costs two cents for 
a bullet from the .22-caIiber handgun that 
Barkley and his officers use to kill the 
dogs. Barkley said. 

“We try to dispose of them os humanely 
as possible," Barkley said. The animals arc 
bogged and hauled, off to the landfill, some- 
times they arc buned near the sewer plant, 
he said. 

At the Humane Society in Twin Falls, a 
dog is first tranquiiized, then one employee

holds the onimal down while another 
shaves the fur off of an area of its leg and 
injects the dog with a lethal chemical. 

Idoho hos no law against shooting stray 
dogs, unless you can prove it suffered. 
Simopds said. The problem with shooting a 
dog is iherc is always a chance it could suf- 
fer if it wiggles away and gets wounded 
first, she said. 

Some people shoot strays on their own if 
they find them threatening or attacking 
their livestock, and that is legal, according 
to some law enforcement officials in the 
Magic Valley. 

“A lot of times you find it in these small - 
er towns," Toupin said. “People don't want 
to obligate someone to take core of their 
animals, they do it themselves."

IVansplants cure man’s 
diabetes, diet worries

-BURLEY - When Joe Wilson- sits 
down to his Thanksgiving dinner 
tdday, he won't have to worry about 
the sugar on the candied yams, in the 
cranbetry sauce or in the sweet pump- 
kin pie. 

;WiIson, 33. still catches himself 
keeping track of the hours between 
meals, from the years of the strict no- 
sugar diabetic's diet. But he no longer 
has.to look at his watch to see ifhe is 
getting too much exercise before eat- 
ing something. 

;Eorlier this year o kidney and pan- 
creas transplant cured his diabetes.' 
TThough he has to take 32 pills a 
dhy. his life is better than when he 
hod to have three insulin' shots a day 
and oAen was ill. Now he feels so 
good he is working lO hours a day at 
his business, Joey’s Pizzeria in 
Burley. 

And he can eat anything he wants. 
Wilson had suffered from diabetes 
since he was about 8. Last December, 
he was told that he must cilher-start 
dialysis treatments or get a kidney 
transplant. And unless he had a pan- 
creas transplant at the same time, 
within ten years he would have heart 
problems. 

Wilson and his wife, Amy, decided 
they would rather risk the transplant 
complications, than spend years run- 
,ning back and forth to Jerome gelling 
dialysis treatments. 

It was a very difUcull lime, they 
said. 

Wilson wanted to see his three sons 
grow up and spend time with them, so 
he took the risk and had the transplant 
on April I3 in Salt Lake City. 

Wilson said he owes u lot of thanks 
for the generosity of the people in the 
community. In only three months, 
community efforts raised more than 
the $25,000 needed lo pay for his 
pancreas transplant. Medicare cov- 


ered the liver transplant, but it will 
not pay for pancreas transplants 
because such surgery still is consid- 
ered experimental. 

*nie wait for a donor with a match- 
ing blood type and other requirements 
usually takes about a year. Wilson 
had to wait only 8 weeks. A (6 year 
old l^oy died of a gunshot wound to 
the head, and his parents donated his . 
organs, giving Wilson and four other 
people another chance to live. 

Of the several required matches, 
three, including the blood type, which 
is most important, were' pcnect. And 
that made his recovety much easier. 
He had vety little pain throughout the 
whole process, he said. Wilson spent 
nine days in the hospital and was 
allowed to return to Burley aAcr 12 
days. 

After he was home from the hospi- 
tal only one month, Wilson was able 
to work a couple of days a week.' 
Afler four months, there were no 
signs of rejection. 

Twice, however, he has had to 
return to the hospital because of virus 
infections. The anti-immunc medica- 
tion Wilson is taking to lower the risk 
of organ rejection made it harder for 
his body to fight (he virus. 

The Wilsons are ihonkful not only 
for the return ofhis health and recov- 
ery from diabetes, but the birth of 
their first daughter on July 21. 

Shortly before Wilson was told he 
needed the transplant, Amy Wilson 
discovered she was pregnant with 
(heir fourth child. She said it was a 
nightmare iiying to run their business, 
make trips back and forth to Salt Lake 
City to the hospital, ond deal with the 
child on the way. But it was worth it, 
she said. 

Wilson now can look forward to 
decades of life with his family and 
friends. He will always be thankful 
for oil the help he and his wife 
received from the Mini-Cassia com- 
munity, he said.

TWIN FALLS - Sen. Larry 
Craig, R-Idaho, said his proposed 
S245 billion tax cut is “flexible" 
as long as the budget is balanced 
in seven years. 

In an interview with The 
T/nies-Neivs editorial board on 
V/ednesday; the senator .said he 
could be willing to look at alterna- 
tives to break the deadlock over 
next year’s budget. Mis proposed 
tux cut. spread over five yours, has 
gained the support of heavyweight 
Republicans in Congress. 

- Balancing thc'budgct in seven 
years is the most important item 
. in the budget debate, he said. 

“If that concept can be held to. 
I'm willing to look ut alternative 
approaches," he said. “I have .said 
that while I think tax cuts are very 
important, and I support them, 
thcre's.some flexibility there.” 

■ Kc~said he wns'iTwiire that' 
national pulls have indicated most 
'Americans aren't excited about 
the tax cuts. That ptood seems to 
be replicated in the Magic Valley 
us well. In October, hundreds of 
local business leaders applauded 
former President Ford when he 
told u Twin Falls audience he 
opposes cutting taxes until the 
budget is balanced. 

The budget also culls for cuts in 
education spending and shrinking 
the growth in Medicare and wel- 
fare spending. But Craig said he 
was less intcre.stcd in cutting those 
programs than in balancing the 
budget. 


But he reaffirmed his commit- 
ment to reducing government. 
Earlier in the day. he told mem- 
bers of the Twin Falls Aren 
Chamber of Commerce that the 
next phase iri government will be 
to look beyond’programs to agen- 
cies and departments themselves, 
including. the Department of 
Housing , and Urban 
Development. 

"If you think the budget is 
tough this time around,” he said, 
“in the out years. I'm talking next 
year and the next year, it gets 
even tougher." 

Me also said he isn’t giving up 
the idea of.cutling taxes - espe- 
cially a flat tax.

Legislators may 
not change many 
state speed limits 

LEWISTON (AP) — Idaho law- 
makers are going to proceed cau- 
tiously about raising speed limits on 
the roads. House Transportatio'n 
Chairwoman J^n Wood predicts. 

The Rigby Republican said'she 
doubts the Legislature will seek a 
wholesale change of the speed lim- 
its. 

"We didn’t have any plan to jump 
into (hat as a priority iterh in the 
Legislature," she, said Tuesdoy. “I 
think if we tried to change all the 
speed limits on the interstate and 
interconncctors we are going to have 
some resistance from the safety 
commission and state police." 

The Legislature approved capping 
the speed limit at 65 mph several 
years ago. But Congress has passed 
a measure repealing the maximum 
speed limits imposed on states. 

Idaho State Police Captain Mike 
Fosbury said he believes anything 
the federal government does to 
empower state government is proper. 

But he added he thinks it is safer 
to keep the speed limits at 55 miles 
per hour on Idaho’s windy high- 
ways. 

"If you’re raising it on*thcstc-sec-- 
ond^ roads, I think you’ll see our 
collisions ^oing up pretty steeply," 
Fosbury said. 

Wood said the transportation com- 
mittees will take a look at proposals 
from legislators and the public. 

The. federal government restricted 
(he speed limit to 65 mph on inter-, 
states and 55 mph on federal and 
state highways. 

The Idaho Transportation 
Department is studying 551 miles of 
interstate and 419 miles of other 
highways wheie the speed limit was 
70 mph in 1973, agency spokesman 
JeffStratten said.

Other resorts will follow as con- 
ditions permit. 

Utah resorts will offer two new 
lifts and many new runs and ser- 
vices. 

Snowbird's long-awaited Baby 
Thunder lift highlij^ls this season’s 
development. 

But (here are others. 

— Brighton wilfbe'celcbrating its 
60th anniversary this year. A 1936 
rope low, in an area now served by 
the Great Western lift, makes ft 
Utah’s oldest resort. 

One trend among Utah ski resorts 
is the practice of nmiting the num- 
ber of skiers on the hill.

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Quake rocks resorts across Mideast

l:|nieli resort of Eliat on the Gulf of 
Aqabn. 

It shook seaside resorts in Egypt, 
Israel. Jordan and Saudi Arabia, and 
was felt as far away as Lebanon, 
Syria and the Mediterranean island 
of Cyprus to the north. 

Buildings, including a four-story 
- hotel, collapsed and electricity was 
' cut. 

Hardest hit were towns along the 
Gulf of Aqaba — including Eilat, 

, Israel, neighboring Aqaba in Jordan, 
and Nuweiba, Egypt, about 40 miles 
south. Vacationers ran from hotels in 
pajamas, bathrobes and, in a few 
cases, covered only by towels. 

■ ••There was a strong noise. Then 
the whole ground started moving. 
There was panic and people were 
screaming. Customers in the hotel 
left their rooms. It was very scary," 
said Mushaai al-Haddad, a desk clerk 
at Aqaba’s seafront Holiday Inn. 

In Nuweiba, the four-story 
Barracuda Hotel collapsed, killing 
three people, including the manager, 
police said. Rescue workers said on 
Egyptian woman was missing and 
feared trapped under the rubble.

A 67-ycar-old man died of a heart 
attack after carrying his invalid wife 
down two stories from a swaying 
hotel in Eilat. 

An l8-ycar-old man was killed 
jumping in fear from a fourth-noor 
balcony in the southern Egyptian 
city of Assiut; a 5-ycar-old boy and a 
Pakistani man were killed in Saudi 
Arabia; and a 50-ycar-oId man died 
of a heart. attack in Aqaba just after 
the tremors. 

At least 58 people were reported 
injured in Egypt, most in the Sinai 
Peninsula along the Aqaba gulf. 

In Cairo, where a quake left 550 
dead three years ago, a busdriver 
said he did not realize a quake had 


hit. until he heard people crying out 
Islamic prayers in fear. 

"I thought I was dizzy and then I 
saw people running out saying 'God 
is great’ and 'There is no god but 
Godr’-Thcn-I'kncWthcrc was an' 
earthquake,’’ said Amin Rizk Allah, 
36. 

Authorities in Cairo reported dam- 
age to at least 23 buildings, ranging 
from collapse to serious cracks in 
foundations. Most were vacant, 
including some condemned alter the 
1 992 earthquake that caused wide- 
spread damage and 10,000 injuries, 

In Eilat, seven hotels and more 
than 50 other buildings were dam- 
aged.

Estimates of the quake’s magni- 
tude ranged from 7.2 by the National 
Earthquake Information Center in 
Golden, Colo., to 5.7 by Egypt's 
Hciwan Observatory. 

An earthquake with a magnitude 
of 7 is considered major, and Bruce 
Presgrave, a geophysicist at the U.S. 
quake center, said: "If it had struck 
in an urban area, it would have 
caused serious damage."

5 sets of remains found at WWH battle site 


TOKYO (AP) — Fifty years after the end of 
World War II, one of its bloodiest battlefields 
Sugar Loaf Hill on Jopan's Okinawa Island — ■ has 
given up five more dead. 

The remoins wfre found in o tunnel in whot is 
left of the former battle site, which Is being razed 
to build a city hall for Naha, Okinawa’s capital. 

“We believe it was the main tunnel in Sugar 
Loaf because of its size,’’ Dave Davenport, curator 
of the Battle of Okinawa Museum on Camp 
Kin^pr, a U.S. Marine base on Okinawa, said 
Wednesday. 

Davenport said he and a local construction crew 
found the remains, mosilv bones and leather IVom 
belts and boots, during the post week. Medicines 


and munitions were also found in the tunnel. 

'The remains, which have not been identified but 
are most likely of Japanese soldiers, will be turned 
over to Okinawan authorities for cremation and 
burial, Davenport said. 

The 1945 battle for Okinawa, the largest of 
Japan's southernmost set of islands, was the last 
major campaign of World War 11 and proved dis- 
astrous for Japan and the Okinawan people. 

In three months of lighting, nearly a third of 
Okinawa’s civilian population was killed, along 
with 80,000 Jopanese and 14,000 American sol- 
diers. 

Even among such slaughter, the ferocity of 
Sugar Loaf stoM out. 


In just a week or so in May 1 945. the Americans 
lost 2,662 men against the determined and deeply 
entrenched Japanese defenders. Another 1,289 
Americans fell victim to battle fatigue because of 
the intense mental stress. 

The number of Japanese killed in the battle is 
not known. 

Today few Japanese remember the battle, but 
Sugar Loaf remains a kind of hallowed ground for 
many U.S. Marines, second only to Iwo Jima. 

Though initiall/ntiet with suspicion, American 
veterans of the battle and some active di^ 
Marines hoping to preserve the site persuaded offi- 
cials to allow them to erect a memorial plaque to 
mark the battle's SOth anniversary.

The vehicle tumbled down 
the mountain, killing three U.S. 
envoys inside. 

“The terrain and the roads and the 
channelization really isn’t conducive 
to the heavy armored forces,” the 
expert said. “It’s more conducive, 
with the brush and the trees and the 
mountains, to your light infantiy." 

AnothM* Defense Department ofTi- 
cial noted: “Having the power in 
your hands is not the same thing os 
being able to apply it. Everyone’s 
saying this is going to be the 'mean- 
est dog in town.’ That’s only good if 
you’re in a position where you can 
actually point the rifled gun at some- 
body ood fire off a round.

Snow may also hamper detec- 
tion of the 30 difTerent kinds of land 
mines that arc said to be strewn 
across Bosnia.

A. Probably In mid-Dccember, 
but White House and Pentagon ofll- 
cials aren't saying for sure. Clinton 
aides said Tuesday that Supreme 
Allied Commander in Europe 
GeorgeJoulwon. will complete the 
details of a NATO troop plan and 


the United States are likely to be 
called, along with hundreds of sup- 
port crews. 

Q. What will they be doing? 

' A. The U.S. troops will patrol 
“zones of separation” to keep (he 
warring factions from fighting each 
other. They will have to clear mines. 
The rcnt8gon-h8s-said.they-wilUiot- 
disarm combatants, hunt down 
accused war criminals, resettle 
refugees or rebuild the ravaged 
countty. 

Q. How long would U.S. troops 
atsy in Bosnia? 

A. The-administration has said the 
deployment will last about a year.

WINCHESTER. England (AP) — 
Rasemary West was sent to prison 
for life Wednesday aftera jury con- 
victed her of torturing and killing 
seven more young women in one of 
Britain’s worst and grisliest serial 
murders. 

Over two days, the plump, 
bespectacled Mrs. West has been 
convicted of 10 murders, including, 
those of her daughter and step- 
daughter. All but one of the victims 
was found buried at her home in 
Gloucester in western England. 

Police said they arc looking for 
nine other women known to’have 
frequented the West home, although 
they .said there was no evidence to 
suggest they had been murdered. 

"If attention is paid to what 1 
think, you will never be released," 
Judge Charles Mantcll said as he 
-sentenced Mrs. West to“lifc“in-: 
prison for each murder and recom- 


mended she never be'TcIcased on 
parole. Britain abolished the death 
penally for most crimes in' 1965. 

Mrs. West, 41, was impassive ns 
Mantcll passed sentence, but There 
were cheers from the public gallery, 
which was crowded with relotives 
of.thc victims. 

Her lawyer Leo Goallcy said 
afterward she was "totally devastat- 
ed and wept uncontrollably." 

"She continues to maintain her 
innocence ... and we arc actively 
pursuing an appeal on her behalf,” 
Gouticy told reporters outside the 
courthouse. 

During ihe-sevcn-wcck trial, Mrs. 
West had pleaded innocent, and 
blamed all the killings on her hus- 
band, Frederick. He was found 
hanged in his cell on New Year’s i 
Day before he could stand trial for | 
the samc 10 murdcrs.'plus two oth-

A gallon of whole milk was S2.29 
this year, down a penny ftom 1994. 

The bureau calculated that a tra- 
ditional holiday meal for 10 — 
including turkey, cranberries, 


pumpkin pic and what it considers 
all the trimmings — will cost 
S29.64. That's S1.24 more than last 
year. 

But the Hirm bureau Isn’t exactly 
serving soup to nuts. 

And onc-ond-onq-tenth dinner 
rolls moy not be everyone's idea of 
Thanksgiving bounty. (That one 
package of brown 'n' serve rolls 
costs S1.24, up 15 cents from lost 
year.) 

While the bureau did price feesh 
cranberries — S1.9S for a 12-ounce 
package, up 9 cents from last year 
— it didnM lake into oceount the 
fresh orange juice and slivered 
almonds Aunt Zelda uses for her 
special recipe. 


It also priced just one 14-ouncc 
package of stuffing (S2.39, up 13 
cents), and nothing exotic to dress it 
up like sausage, oysters or dried 
apricots. 

And did we mention (he absence 
of (hose mini-marshmallows for the 
sweet potatoes, and the obligatory 
casserole of green beans, mush- 
room soup and onion rings? 

And if you cat at the Farm 
Bureau’s house, don't ask for any- 
thing to drink besides milk or cof- 
fee. 

As for turkeys, at 79 cents per 
pound, (he average cost of a 16- 
pound tom was S 12.68, an increase 
of 67 cents compared with lost year, 
the fhrm bureau found.
